Expanded Greatly in Year

One year ago today, May 13, 
the first clinic was held by 
Planned Parenthood of Vigo 
County, Inc. 

-Jt was the first of two clinics | 
during May, conducted in the} 
basement of the First Congre: | 
gational Church. The church 
donated the space and the clinic 
was staffed entirely by volun. i 
teers. Twelve women werr 
drawn as first patients to the 
clinic. 

Since that time, under the 
guidance of Dr. Renate Justin 
and with $25,000 in volunteered 
“manhours, Planned Parenthood 
has expanded greatly. The clinic 
has moved from the, church 
basement to office spiltces in 
the Medical Arts Building on 
-South 6th St, across from St. 
‘Anthony Hospital. 

Staff members now are paid} 
for a portion of their services.| 
. Working at each clinic are one 
or two physicians, four regis- 
tered nurses, an executive

The Planned Parenthood Clinic of 
Vigo County will again be conducting 
clinics in the Indiana State Univer- 
sity Student Health Center ona reg- 
ular basis beginning May 1, announc- 
ed Planned Parenthood’s director, 
Nancy Paper, The clinics had 
been transferred to the orpaniza- 
tion’s central office at 1024 S, 6th 
St. while a contract was being nego- 
tiated between Planned Parenthood 
and [Su 


Last week, Pres, Alan C, Rankin 
and the Rev. John Drag, president 
of Planned Parenthood's board ot 
directors, signed a two-year con- 
tract with option to renew trans- 
fering liability for the clinics of 
Planned Parenthood, 


Paper stated that ISU students 
wishing to avail themselves of fam- 
ily planning information or services 


should call the central Planned Pa- 
renttioc office al 232-3578 or 232- 
4852 for an appointment at one of 
the organization's clinics in the ISU 
Health Center, She emphasizedthat 
Students must make an appointment 
with their office before attending a 
Clinic at the Health Center, 

She added that the clinics are 
conducted by Planned Parenthood's 
Staff of doctors, explaining that the 
records from these-clini¢s are kent 
separate from those gLthe ISU Health 
Center, 

Paper stated that SUNT students 
arrive, they are greeted by the 
receptionist (fld. asks them to fill 
out a form stating such information 
as their name, address, age and; 
phone nuinber, 

The students then have an op- 
portunity to attend a film or lec- 
ture by a professional dealing with 
the various methods of family plan- 
ning, 


After the discussion, the students 
fill out a form giving their medical 
history, ‘which includes date pert- 
inent toall possible choices of family 
planning methods," Paper added. 
She explained that this form is 
intended to help discover possible 
allergies, chronic diseases and other 
determinating factors. 

Paper continued, ‘‘The student is 
weighed by a'registered nurse or a 
liscenced practical nurse. Her 
blood pressure is recorded, her 
urine is checked for sugar and al- 
bumin, and she (the student) is then 
conducted by the nurse to the ex- 
amining room.” 

“The physician then reviews and 
‘discusses the student’s medical his- 
‘tory, examines her, 

smear and culture gonococcus and 
helps her decide on the means of 
birth control most suitable for her,” 
expressed Paper. The nurse then 
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is to be used and what possible 
side effects to watch for and re- 
port, added Paper. 

““The patient makes a return ap- 
pointment and pays her $15 before 
leaving. The fee is adjustable if a 
patient cannot afford this amount,” 
Paper added, 

Paper disclosed, ''When neces- 
sary, DAP (urine pregnancy tests) 
are run by the clinic nurses, at the 
request of the Medical Doctor, to 
prevent any accidental interference 
with an undiagnosed pregnancy.” 

‘If a patient wishes to discuss 
what course of action to choose if 
pregnancy is diagnosed, she is re- 
ferred to ` her physician, campus 
minister or other social agencies 
with professional personnel willing 
to do pregnancy counseling," ex- 
plained Paper, She maintained, 
“No counseling of this type is done 
at the ISU clinics.” 

“If gynecological disease is dis- 
covered, the patient is informed of 
this and encouraged to contact the 
ISU physicians or her own physi- 
clan," asserted Paper, adding that 
“Every effort is made to have pa- 
tients follow these recommenda- 
tions.”

According to 1978 statistics re- 
leased by the Indiana Family Health 
Council, the pregnancy rate in Vigo 
County per 100 women aged 15 to 19 
was 12 pregnancies for every 100 in 
this group. This rate is the fourth 
highest in the state, despite the fact 
Vigo County ranks 15th in the total 
number of women in the age group.

Federal budget cutbacks are forc- 
ing Planned Parenthood of the 
Wabash Valley to eliminate staff 
positions and curtail various com- 
munity services, it was announced at 
a news conference Friday afternoon. 

According to Joy E. Miller, ex- 
ecutive director, the organization will 
receive a 35 percent reduction in Title 
XX monies next year amounting to 
$20,000. 

“This would result in the loss of 
ability to serve approximately 265 
individuals," she said. 

There is also the possibility of a 
further 12 percent cutback in Title X 
funds, which would cut services for 
an additional 273 persons. 

In anticipation of the reductions, 
Ms. Miller stated, ‘‘We have already 
eliminated three staff positions, and 
would be forced to seriously curtail 
the community education program 
which provides information and 

education to over 3000 individuals a 
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Voluntary sterilization 
would also be reduced. 

Ms. Miller said the organization 
receives about 65-70 percent of its 
funding from the government, 
"which is too much," she said. 

"We certainly are working to re- 
duce that dependence." 

She hopes to lessen the effects of 
the cutbacks with an increase in 
volunteer help and greater private 
contributions. 

"It will be necessary to... 
drastically increase the private con- 
tributions to the agency," she com- 
mented, adding that even the smaller 
contributors can have a major im- 
pact. 

“It's the $5, $10 and $15 donors who 
make the difference." 
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Parental notification questioned 
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Planned Parentho

Planned Parenthood Federation 
announced today it plans to continue 
to provide confidential services to 
minors, even if it means defying’a 
proposed federal regulation which 
would require parental notification. 

No decision has yet been reached 
by local Planned Parenthood officials 
regarding the position being taken at 
the national level. 

“Patient confidentiality has been a 
cornerstone of our mission since 
Margaret Sanger opened the first 
clinic in 1916. We will never retreat or 
violate the confidence that millions of 
Americans place in us each year," 
Faye Wattleton, national president of 
the organization, said during a late 
morning news conference in Washing- 
ton, D.C. 

The organization's decision flies in 
the face of a proposed federal regu- 
lation which may require that parents 
be notified if their minor children 
receive prescription contraceptive 
pills or devices. 

The local Planned Parenthood 
board of directors will meet April 21 
to ‘‘make future plans" regarding 
what they will do if the regulation 
goes into effect, Joy Miller, executive 
director of Planned Parenthood of the 
Wabash Valley Inc., said today. 

Richard S. Schweiker, secretary of 
the U.S. Department of Health and 


Human 3M nbl has pro- 
posed a regulation which says both 
parents of a minor must be notified 
within 10 days of that minor’s receiv- 
ing prescription contraceptives un- 
less it is determined that physical 
harm would result to the child as a 
result of the notification. 

Rabbi Joseph Klein, a member of 
the local. family planning 
organization’s executive committee, 


said local facilities are ''not obligated 


in any sense" to comply with the 
national organization's decision. 


Executive committee members 
polled by a Tribune reporter, agreed 
unanimously that they believe the 
proposed regulation is wrong, but 
none would offer comment on what 
each thinks the board will decide next 
Wednesday. 

One member, the Rev. John 
Chironna, said more information is 
needed regarding positions which will 
be taken by both the state and na- 
tional organizations. 

The biggest fear, expressed by 
Planned Parenthood officials, if the 
regulation goes into effect, is that the 
teen birthrate will accelerate. 

“Teens who are sexually active, 
without birth control and at risk of an 
unwanted pregnancy will not stop 
their sexual activity and will go 
without birth control if they believe 
we must notify their parents of their 


visit to 9c prescription method 
of contraception," Mrs. Miller said. 

She said the office has already 
received numerous calls from teens 
asking if their parents will be notified 
if they come in. l 

Board member Barbara Wein- 
baum, a psychologist, said today’s 
teens have grown up in a time when 
pregnancy is unfeared and added that 
she believes teens will also ‘‘continue 
to ignore reality, which is that they 
can become pregnant." 

And Mrs. Miller feels that fear of 
notification would keep teens away 
from the clinic for other services as 
well, even though only minors receiv- 
ing prescription contraceptives would 
be covered under the proposed regu- 
lation. 

"Sexually active adolescents ... 
will not come to family planning 
clinics for non-prescriptive methods 
of birth control and education and 
routine reproductive health care su- 
pervision," she said. 

Another concern, expressed na- 
tionally and locally, is that the gov- 
ernment is interferring where it 
shouldn't. 

If the regulation is implemented, 
the national organization plans ''to 
proceed immediately with litigation 
strategy already prepared to file suit 
on behalf of the teens who will be 
denied the confidential services they 
so desperately want and need," Wat-

tleton told the Washington media. 

She explained that she believes the 
proposed regulation is contrary to the 
law and to the stated intent of Con- 
gress. 

“An amendment to the Title X 
Family Planning Program adopted 
last year by Congress required that 
‘to the extent practical’ family plan- 
ning providers should encourage fam- 
ily participatio n," she said. 

The proposed regulation would ov- 
erturn that amendment. 

“I agree in principle that parents 
should be involved in their daughter's 
birth control. Unfortunately, that's 
not the way it works. The reality is 
that teenage girls will feel tremen- 
dously inhibited if they think their 
parents will be notified," Klein said. 


“We do all possible to encourage 
teens to talk to parents about their 
need for birth control," Mrs. Miller 
said. 

She said the staff asks teens if their 
parents know they are seeking con- 
traception and encourages them to 
tell their parents if they have not 
done so. 

One method the clinic here uses to 
facilitate communication between 
parents and children is to show a film 
on birth control and have a discussion 
session afterwards. 

Mrs. Miller said sessions can be 
arranged by request and they can be

The local facility serves a four 
county area, including Vigo, Parke, 
Clark and Vermillion. Mrs. Miller 
said an average of 500 teens are 
served in any one year, representing 
about 12 percent of the total patient 
population, she said. 

The last day for comment on the 
regulation is Friday, April 23. In a 
prepared release which was shared 
with the local agency prior to it’s 
being read in the Washington press 
conference, Wattelton said that 
“close to 30,000 letters have been 
filed with (DHHS) with the regu- 
lations being opposed 8-1.”

, Identical placards were posted at 
the His & Her Body Spa, 1206 Wabash 
Ave., and the Discount Book Store, 
1239 Wabash Ave. 
"WARNING WARNING. Your 
body is the temple and image of 
.God. God wants to live in your 
body, so don't defile it by sin- 
ning. Ask Jesus to come in.” 
The messages were posted 
sometime between 10 p.m. Wednes- 
day when the custodian left for the 
night and 7:30 a.m. Thursday when 
the staff began arriving for work. 
‘The vandalism was reported to city 
police at 8 a.m. Thursday, according 
to executive director Joy Miller. 
Miller had no theories about who 
might have committed the mischief, 
but said ‘‘it had to be someone fairly 
tall." 
The signs were professionally 


might have been ordered, ™ she said. 
"There is obviously some money 
behind this. 

"We've had pickets in the past. 
Most recently on Jan 22, the an- 
niversary of the Supreme Court 
decision on abortion. There were 
only two, both women, and they 
didn't stay long. 

"Several years ago we had a man 
who spent six weeks picketing and 
heckling the staff and our patrons, 
but always in the past pickets have 
respected the difference between 
public and private property." 

Most of the previous protests were 
connected with abortion, although 
the Planned Parenthood Clinic does 
not perform or recommend abor- 
tions, Miller said. 

"Tt comes from a misunderstand- 
ing of what we do here," said board 
member Will Barratt. ‘‘We’re about 
planned parenthood, not planned 
non-parenthood. We want healthy 
women and we'd be pleased if they 
were involved with some religion. 
We endorse responsible sexuality." 

"I wish whoever did this would 
come in and talk. I'm not sure we'd 
solve anything, but..." Barratt said. 
“Their point of view is legitimate, 
but there's a better forum than the 


printed, according to Miller. “‘They walls of buildings." 
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Barratt, chairman of the educa- 
tion and public relations committee, 
thought the vandalism might have 
been planned to coincide with a 
meeting of Friends of Planned 
Parenthood, originally set for 
Wednesday night, but cancelled 
because of the weather. 

A clerk at the Discount Book Store 
failed to notice the posters when he 
reported for work Thursday morn- 
ing, but found two pasted to the front 
window when asked to check. 

“I couldn't point the finger at 
anyone," he said. ''We've had 
trouble in the past, but up to now 
everyone has been legal about it." 

The clerk, who would not identify 
himself, said he doubted if the 
incident would be reported to police. 
"We try to keep a low profile," he 
said. 

“If this person has something to 
say, he should take up a collection 
and buy space on a billboard, not use 
private property. I'd contribute to a 
collection for that purpose," the 
clerk said. 

Only one poster was reported at 
the His & Her Body Spa. It was 
removed early Thursday morning 
and the police were not notified of 
the vandalism.

While most were aware of 
clinical services offered — pregnan- 
cy testing, pap smears, birth control 
information and pre-natal care — 
more: than half were unaware of 
other: services available, such as 
blebd pressure screening, participat- 
ing In the training of physicians and 
infertility screening. 

st respondents were well aware 
that- Planned Parenthood does not:

Sixty percent did not know that 
Pfatined Parenthood offers an educa- 
tian: program in addition to clinical 
services.

Referrals key part of services 


Planned Parenthood doesn’t offer the service, it can refer patients 
to an agency which can help. Referrals are a very important part 
of Planned Parenthood’s service to the community. . 

“Planned Parenthood works closely with many other community 
agencies," said Joy Miller, the group's executive director. 

The Vigo County Health Department provides in-kind services — 
testing cultures and performing other tests. Referrals are made to 
Hamilton Center or to Family Services for clients needing prolonged 


counseling or social service. 


Planned Parenthood's inquiries concerning vasectomies are 
referred, as are clients in need of treatment for venereal disease. 

Frequently the need for medical treatment unrelated to reasons 
which brought the client to Planned Parenthood are discovered in the 
course of clinical testing. These cases are referred. 

“Our goal is healthy women who can give birth to healthy children 
whenever they decide to do so," Mrs. Miller said. 


physicians. The goal is to teach 
“responsible sexuality” and provide 
factual information. 

Miller tells one success story 
resulting from a program in a local 
high school. 

"After our program on breast self- 
examination in which we try to help 
peopie feel more comfortable about 
their bodies, one girl found a lump 
which was successfully treated," she 
said. “Naturally when they asked us 
to return, we had a warm reception.

Planned Parenthood is contacting

Many parents, uncomfortable 
about explaining sexuality to their 
children, have asked Planned 
Parenthood to set up family counsel- 
ing sessions, Miller said. The educa- 
tional sessions can be for an au- 
dience of hundreds or for as few as 
one. 

Perhaps the greatest area of 
public misunderstanding concerns 
funding sources for Planned 
Parenthood's services. Most respon- 
dents were aware that the agency 
gets no money from United Way of 


the Wabash Valley and none from 
local government. 

On the other hand, 90 percent of 
those responding did not know that 
Planned Parenthood gets reimburse- 
ment through Medicaid and 75 
percent were unaware that state 
monies help support medical and 
educational services. 

In fact, 85 percent of the annual 
budget comes from various levels of 
government and whatever fees 
clients are able to pay. Only 15 
percent comes from individual or 
business donations, Miller said. 

But since 1981, there has been a 
decrease of more than $80,000 in 
federal monies in spite of a steady 
increase in the number of patients 
Seen and the variety of services 
provided, Miller said. The organiza- 
tion is trying to do more with less. 

"We don't make decisions for 
people, we give them the informa- 
tion they need to make informed, 
responsible decisions for 
themselves," Miller said. 

Planned Parenthood first opened 
its doors in May 1970 in a basement 
room at the Congregational Church. 
Since that time, Planned Parenthood 
has served more than 22,000 clients.

Men and women in Clay, 
Parke, Vigo and Vermillion coun- 
ties in need of reproductive health 
care may use the services with cost 
based on the ability to pay. 

The total population of the four- 
county area 18 estimated at 170,100 
for 1985 and is expected to decline 
by 1,000 individuals by 1990. The 
number of women between the ages 
of 15 and 44 — the reproductive 
years — is expected to show less 
decline. The 1985 figure is 38,460, 
expected to decline by only 30 
women by 1990. 

Of the 38,460 women in need of 
reproductive health care, 4,387 — 
11 percent — are currently being 
served by Planned Parenthood of 
the Wabash Valley clinics. Joy 
Miller, executive director of PPWV 
said service is limited by money 
available.

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Planned Parenthood fears 
one-third drop in funding

Planned Parenthood of the 
Wabash Valley stands to lose 
almost one-third of its funding. if 
legislation now pending in 
Washington makes it through both 
houses of Congress. 

That translates to more than 
$125,000, according to Joy Miller, 
executive director of Planned 
Parenthood. The 1985 operating 
budget of $404,000 includes 
$125,000 in federal Title 10 money, 
and the local group was advised to 
request an additional 10-percent — 
$137,000 — for 1986, Miller said. 

That budget, now in preparation, 
will be made out two ways — 
and without the federal dollars. 

It’s ironic that local Planned 
Parenthood, with offices at 330 S. 
Sixth St. and 637 Cherry St., 
received word just this eel that it 
has been recertified for three years. 

Recertification may be moot if 
the Kemp/Hatch Amendment to 
the Public Health Service Act is 
approved. Rep. Jack Kemp and 
Sen. Orrin Hatch RUN ose to 

rohibit Title 10 funding, the major 
federal family planning program, 
to any organization that provides 
abortions, abortion counseling or 
referral for abortion unless the life 
of the woman would be endangered 
by carrying the fetus to term. 

The Kemp/Hatch proposal is not 
based on reality, Miller said. She 

predicted more unplanned 
Megnabcies and more — rather 
than fewer — abortions if women 
are denied access to family plan- 
ning information such as_ that 
provided by Planned Parenthood. 

“The reality is that we are faced 
with the loss of one-third of our 
funding on February 1 if the 
amendment passes,” Miller said. 

“The reality is that between 
3,200 and 3,300 individuals served 
here with Title 10 dollars would 
have to find some way to pay for 
services we provide — most of them 
to women below the poverty level. 
We are the primary source of 
health care services for many 
women.”

which supports the Kemp/Hatch 
Amendment. 

“We want Planned Parenthood 
out of the abortion clinic business,” 
Eldred said. She acknowledged 
that Planned Parenthood of the 
Wabash Valley does not operate an 
abortion clinic but said that other 
Planned Parenthood groups do 
provide abortion services. 

Providing brochures with in- 
formation about abortion clinics or 
names of doctors who perform 
abortions would be tantamount to 
counseling for abortion and would 
cut Title 10 funding for local 
Planned Parenthood, Eldred 
believes. 

"Right To Life groups provide no 


services to anyone. They are 
political action groups," Miller 
said. 


"Minority groups who oppose 
family planning and sex education 
are out of touch with majority 
opinion in the country," she added. 

Results of a Louis Harris poll 
released Tuesday show that 84- 
percent of Americans believe teen- 
age pregnancy is a serious problem. 
Eighty-five percent believe the 
schools should teach sex education 
while 78-percent believe television 
should air birth-control ads and 
messages.

Planned Parenthood of the Wabash Valley has served the area 
for more than five years, but since 1980 there has been a 13 percent 
increase in the number of patients seen. The number of patient 
visits has increased by 20 percent over the same period. 

The decline in the number of patients seen and total clinic visits 
in 1981 noted on the graph is a result of closing both the Clinton 
and Brazil clinics. The budget increase for 1981 reflects additional 
personnel costs and additional doctors' time. 

The loss of $80,000 in federal funding during 1982 resulted in 
terminating seven staff positions and a corresponding drop in the

Planned Parenthood’s role in- 
cludes providing information about 
responsible human sexuality to 
teenagers as well as adults.

Omit? 

“We don’t oppose sex education,” 
Eldred said, “but we believe it 
should be taught with values — the 
alternatives and consequences of 
sex. We do not favor the Planned 
Parenthood approach. That usually 
means contraceptives.” 

The local group has not provided 
counseling services for at least 
three years, but it provides 
brochures outlining a pregnant 
woman’s options: adoption or in- 
formation about doctors who 
provide prenatal care and delivery | 
if she decides to carry to term as 
well as information about 
terminating the pregnancy. 

“All options are presented and 
we-are available to answer ques- 
tions,” Miller said, “but we do not 
offer counseling and do not 
pressure for any decision.” 
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
